With this influx of people 
in the past twenty years there were a 
great many who did not believe that 
the glittering gold was all there was to 
live for in this world. 
That besides 
the hard labor which caused the sweat 
to pour from the brow there should be 
something to please the other senses 
and thus prevent the horney hand of 
of toil from becoming entirely severed. 


The same idea prevailed as soon as 
woman first landed upon the soil. It 
took years of cultivation, particularly 
on the account of the want of educa­ 
tion, to bring the flora of the State to 
even a partially high state. 
With the 
advent of practical knowledge the soil 
brought forth floral tributes for the use 
of man until the eye becomes almost 
bewildered as it gazes upon the contri­ 
bution. 


The southern portion of the State 
have taken the lead. 
Several years 
ago flower shows were established in 
Santa Barbara. 
This year a dozen 
places have held the floral festivals 
until one endeavoring to surpass an­ 
other these fiestas have become as 
much the talk of the land as was gold 
before the years of '50 were ushered in. 


Thus is California soon to be one 
vast garden of flowers and consequent­ 
ly the nearest to the Eden of our mag- 
ination on earth. 
The prophet has 
spoken and so be it. 


T H E cut worm has made its appear­ 
ance in the Southern 
part of the 
State. It destroys everything in the 
vegetable line. 
Orchards are not 
exempt. 
The alfalfa and beet fields 
show its ravages. 
Some years ago 
there was a slight visitation of these 
pests. 
Damp weather seems to bring 
them to life and a good hot sun de­ 
stroys them. Once brought into active 
life and the atmosphere congenial their 
daily destruction isjalmost beyond be­ 
lief. 


A novel point and it happens to be 
well taken, was made in a case

cently tried in Hollister where amanwas 
convicted of murder wfth a life sentence 
as a penalty. It appeared that two of 
the jurors wished to see at how great 
a distance a shot would powder burn 
cloth and &*f went outside of the 
CoBrtroom to make the experiment.

Type Setting by Wires. 


Philadelphia Record: 
A remark 
able system of newspaper printing by 
telegraph has been invented by two 
Austrian 
inventors, 
Messrs. Meray 
Horoath and Roza. 
Experiments are 
being made at Graz, and the machine 
is reaching a wonderful state of per­ 
fection! 
The system is briefly as fol 


ows: 
The news is received at "a cen­ 
tral station, and is transcribed by an 
instrument 
like a typewriter, which 
prints one copy in typewritten charac­ 
ters and another copy in correspond­ 
ing dots and dashes on the strip of 
silvered paper; the speed of this 
machine is said to be ten times as 
great as that of a compositor setting 
type by hand, and is estimated to be 
200 to 300 lines per hour (presumably 
referring to a newspaper column); this 
copy is then corrected an& the same 
corrections made on paper band; by 
means of the latter is then transmitted 
telegraphically by an automatic appar­ 
atus to as many receiving stations as 
desired, at which stations the matter is 
received in the same form on a band 
of paper; the speed of the apparatus 
is said to be about 500 lines per hour; 
these bands as received pass through 
another machine which automatically 
presses a type corresponding to the 
letter of the Morse signal, into a plas­ 
tic mass into which stereotype metal 
is then poured, forming the plates 
from which the paper is reprinted. It 
is claimed that the saving in the latter 
machine is 86 per cent as compared 
with hand-setting; 
the price of the 
latter machine is said to be about 
$17,000 to $25,000, 
while that of 
machines for sending the messages 
telegraphically is only about $850; a 
machine can deliver 120 lines per 
hour.

T h e blizzard, as the plain m a n ' s ver­ 
nacular 
designates 
the prairie 
snow­ 
storm, is utterly 
inoomprehensihle 
to 
one w b o h a s not experienced it. 
(Jeu- 
nrated iu the great storm breeding re- 
pious of barron 
British America 
and 
K\vept on arotio blasts 
along the vast 
level reaches that Btretob eastward from 
the Rooky mountains, w i t h no forest to 
break its force, it becomes a demon of 
the air, second only to the oyclone or 
tornado in destrnotivoness. Tho moisture 
is gronnd as between 
millstones, hurl­ 
ed w i t h bulletlike energy over hundreds 
of 
miles of 
levol 
plain, 
and 
finally, 
transformed into yoasty sleet by the sof­ 
t e n i n g effects of lowerlatitudes, falls in 
bleak showers on the ranges of 
Texas 
and N o Man's Land. 


Lack of oboop building material and 
tho brevity of tho winter Heasou on the 
prairies contribute to make the settler's 
oabin a poor refuge. 
W h e n the blizzard 
comes, every 
rasonrce of fuel is 
hus­ 
banded, and it is faced w i t h a grim de­ 
termination t o see it through. 


But not all are prepared even s a w e l l 
as the settler. 
Occasionally a belated 
emigrant, on route 
either to a chosen 
claim on the frontier 
or toward 
the 
pleasantly remombered 
east, where he 
liupcis to find old frionds and hulpors, is 
naught 
by tho blast. 
H e may have a 
tiny stove inside the canvas topped prai­ 
rie schooner, but its heat can do'little 
against, the p o w e r of the storm. 
Shel­ 
tered by the low bluff of some ravino or 
w a t e r oourse he may weather the drag­ 
g i n g hours of suffering, but the ohances 
are that team and driver w i l l 
be found 
a ghastly m o n u m e n t to tho storm king's 
strength. 


The farmer w h o has hurried 10 or 15 
m i l e s to the nearest village 
to secure 
supplies for the i m p e n d i n g 
visitation 
is often overtaken 
boforo 
reaching his 
w a i t i n g f a m i l y and perishes on the road, 
for no matter how well 
he knows the 
path w h e n tho blizzard rages his w a y 
Is as that of the mariner w i t h o u t a com­ 
pass. 


'At the prairie 
sohoolhouses, 
w h e r e 
the settlers' children aro gathered from 
a territory covering many miles in ev­ 
ery direction, the blizzard brings terror 
to the pupils as w e l l as to their parents. 
Rescue 
is impossible 
until 
the 
lull 
comes, and a w f u l 
possibilities lurk in 
the 
bosom 
of the storm. 
A 
Dakota 
schoolmistress 
failed 
to 
dismiss 
her 
scholars 
in 
t i m e for them 
to 
reach 
homo and found herself and them pris­ 
oners from a blizzard's 
approach. 
A 
n i g h t and a day at least were 
before 
her, during 
w h i c h 
her little 
charges 
must be 
protected. 
Deliberately 
sho 
apportioned the food 
r e m a i n i n g in the 
dinner pails, 
divided tbe larger 
boys 
into Bqnads to koop the fire 
burning 
steadily, and w h e n darkness c a m e put 
tho younger pupils t o s l e e p o n the bench­ 
es. 
Then through the bitter n i g h t she 
sang, declaimed, told stories, invented 
g a m e s and kept the frightened children 
amused and cheered as best she could. 
The 
f o l l o w i n g 
day passed 
much 
the 
same, but still n o abatement 
of the 
storm 
1 nor any rescue. T h e Becond n i g h t 
w a s dreary indeed. 
T h e children cried 
themselves to sleep, hungry 
and cold. 
W i t h her o w n bands tbe teacher broke 
up desks and blackboard to' feed tho vo­ 
racious stove. 
With 
morning 
came a 
shout at the door as the settlors shovol- 
ed a w a y the snow, and then the pluoky 
girl to w h o m the children 
owed their 
lives s h o w e d 
her w o m a n l i n e s s — and 
fainted. 


The loss a m o n g stock on the plains by 
each blizzard i s appalling. 
Thoro i s less 
exposure of herds and flocks n o w than 
in earlier times, y e t every soason causes 
the destruction of thousands of head of 
cattle and sheep on the ranges and in 
tbe unshelterd 
oorrals. 
Several 
years 
agb, during the height of the Texas cat­ 
tle trade, a blizzard in western Kansas 
early in December destroyed more than 
half of 800,000 cattle that were being 
herded on the opon prairie. A t one rail­ 
w a y 
station, 
after the storm, 
85,000 
hides were shipped, at another 20,000. 
Ono ranchman found but 225 head alive 
out of 7,500 that had been grazing be­ 
fore the oatastrophe. 
Several hundred 
ponies and a score of herders also per­ 
ished. 


The blizzard is a permanent foatnre 
of the prairie winter. N o t h i n g but a de­ 
cided climatic revolution can secure to 
the groat transmississippi religon 
im­ 
m u n i t y from its death bearingpresenoe. 
Better preparations are yearly 
being 
made to w i t h s t a n d its fury and to pro­ 
tect more generously tbe d u m b animals 
w h o suffer equally w i t h their masters. 
T h e signal service is rendering aid in 
w a r n i n g c o m m u n i t i e s reaobed by tele­ 
graph of the storm's approaoh, w h i l e the 
settlers, 
taught 
by bitter 
experience, 
take w i t h each season better precautions 
and provide more intelligently for their 
time of need, w b i o h is sut'e to oome. 


But, w i t h all m a n ' s o a r e a n d defense, 
tbe blizzard remains nnoonquered. It i s 
crbel, relentless and unmerciful as some 
Norse god, from 
w h o s e 
1 ' kingdom 
it 
ooroes. 
It is one of tbe west's posses­ 
sions w h i c h is w h o l l y and irredeemably 
detestable. In its forefront is apprehen­ 
sion; at its height, terror; in its wake, 
desolation 
and 
suffering, 
sometimes 
death.—Detroit Free Press.

T h e tin cans are sold to men with 
furnaces, w h o plaoo them in a big cal 
dron, and under a s l o w tiro mult Uiu tin 
and solder and run that part off for fu- 
turo use and sale. 
A l m o s t all the tin 
and solder i s saved by this process and 
is salable for use in m a k i n g more cans 
for 
preserving vegetables. 
T h e heat is 
then made intenso, and tho iron that re­ 
m a i n s is molted 
and cast 
into 
sash 
weights. Tho d e m a n d for those obi cans 
is said to be greator 
than the supply, 
and one of tho most valuable 
of tho 
scavengor privileges that tho Italians in 
.largo cities assumo is that of 
working 
over an ash dump.

Italians also collect odd bits of 
leather in hoaps. 
Old shoes of a largo 
size are a l w a y s

AERIAL NAVIGATION. 


the 
Bail 
Theory of Profeeeor Weilner*s 
Wheel Ilying Machine. 


The essence of Professor Wellner's in­ 
novation is his invention of the sail 
wheel 
It oonsista^ of a horizontally 
placed axis with spokes and arched 
aeroplanes attaohed to them in a cylin­ 
drical form. While revolving round the 
axis the latter take a slightly slanting 
position, which causes the forward edges 
of these surfaces to be inclined, andoon- 
teqnently to oompresatbe air in the way 
of a sail or a kite, calling into play the 
rertioal force. Three ribs running across 
each lifting surface and made in the 
form of a screw at the same time serve 
to strengthen the aeroplanes and to add 
to the horizontal force. 


These sail wheels set in pairs can be 
placed, according to the size of airship 
aimed at, in one or more groups of two 
wheels* revolving in opposite directions, 
behind or beside each other. The cigar 
shaped oar, furnished with a motor and 
carrying the aeronauts, is attaohed hori­ 
zontally under the center of the wheels, 
30 that the whole construction will re­ 
semble a oolossal bird, propelled, in- 


l Btead of by wings, -by revolving wheels,

This construction, while permitting, of 
an easy,. Flow ascent, assures the hori­ 
zontal position and constant stability of 
the airship, at the same time permitting 
of a high velocity. 


The more^the latter is increased the 
stronger is the lifting power developed. 
the direction is given by a rudder at the 
end of the Bbip or by increasing the 
velocity of the sail wheels on one side 
only. It is the peouliar quality of these 
wheels that they do not, as might be 
supposed, disperse the air around them. 
They rather attract it toward their rap­ 
idly moving surface, condensing it to 
a powerful stream, whioh passes down 
obliquely through their cylinders. Their 
velocity can be made to surpass by far 
that of railway trains, thus enabling 
them to conquer contrary winds and air 
currents.—Miss Helena Bonfortin Pop­ 
ular Science Monthly.

FLOUR MILLING. 


The Rolling Prooeis Has Changed the En­ 
tire Means of Operation. 


In the roller prooess the whole prln- 
olplo of the manufacture of floor waa 
changed. Instead of getting all the floor 
possible oat of the wheat in one or two 
rednotionB on millstones, the idea was 
to make as little flour as possible on the 
first production and leave a large per­ 
centage of middlings afterward to be re­ 
duced to what is known as patent flour. 
Nowadays the number of rednotions va­ 
ries from fonr to eight or more. Millers 
are now able to grind with a length of 
rolls equal to 140 inches per unit of 100 
barrels of flour in 34 hoars and do good 
work. 


Beoently the "plansifter" has step­ 
ped into notice and is used with a very 
great oapaoity both as a scalper and as 
a floor bolt. The purifier is greatly im­ 
proved, varying in size from eight feet 
in length by three in width to three feet 
square, with the attendant dust oatober. 
Many mills creditable to the ingenuity 
of the builders have been devised to per­ 
form a number of operations in very 
small space, comprising rolls and sepa­ 
rators, and also several pairs of rolls in 
one frame. In the wheat cleaning room 
the tendency has been to use more ma­ 
chines than formerly and to clean the 
wheat better. The flour as it oomes 
from the reels is now paoked with great 
rapidity and exactness, and the bran in 
some of the larger mills is compressed 
into half the former space by a machine 
that will pack 40 tons a day. 


In short, the whole improvement has 
been on the line of smaller machines 
with greater capacity, taking less room, 
using a shorter road from the wheat bin 
to the flour sack, and w i t h 
J a 'reduction 
in the amount of power required to make 
a 
barrel of 
flour. 
A mill 
bnilder 
states that in a well planned 100 barrel 
mill a barrel of flour per 88-100 of a 
horsepower is fair work, while in a 
1,000 barrel mill it is at about the rate 
of 25 horsepower per unit of 100 barrels 
daily capacity. —Chicago Reoord.
